There was vo timmediate occasion for 
his aetive services at that time, and, as you 
are aware, tiy after the strike was declared 
Nolan's appiication was overiooked during th 
sirtke until on July 2 when be appeared 
asked for empioyvo.ent, claiming that it had 
promised him. Hie was told tu on 
4 when he would be set to work. he «did 
not begin active work until July you will 
see that he was actually employed on Juiy 2, be 
fore the agreement was sigued 

Francis Whitaker made application July 1. and 
Was told by the superintendent that he would have 
employment if be brought satisfactory references. 
This he did on Juiy 4, and he was thereupon 
signed to the Cass avenue Jine. tnusmuch as he 
did not present his references before the agree 
ment waa signed, on July 2, I am of Opinion that 
there waa no binding obtigation on the part of the 
company to employ him when the agreement 
closed on July 2.

Carruth- 
ers, Braden, McCormick and Bateman all applied 
for re-employment before the agreement was signed 
and were assured re-employment. This was in pur- 
suance of the company's fixed and known polices 
fo take back fis old employes as fast as they 
spend and put them to work as soon as possib « 
They were in the company’s employ before the agree- 
ment was aligned. 

Josepheou, Hillen and Brown applied for re- 
employment on July 8 and 4. They were known to 
the superintendent to be former em joves, and 
belleve by him to be entitled to a © on the 
committee's list. That list had not yet been made 
out. As he needed men he took them, believing 
that he was acting in strict accordance with the 

eoment If these men were not entitled to a 
piace on the list for any reason.” then 1 agree 
they should not have been employed.

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MORE WOMEN PRIZE WINNERS. 


The experiment in coeducation begun by Brown University 
in 1890 is proceedin& with entire satisfaction to the women. 

In 1900 there are 152 women students who carried off 36 de- 
grees out of 176. There were several women among the prize 
winners. The Gaspar historical prize was won by a Provi- 
dence girl, while a premium for excellence in mathematics 
went. to another. The Greek prize was tied between a man 
and a woman. 

The story is repeated at all commencements where women 
are allowed to compete on equal terms with men.

The annual report of the Chicago Public Library shows 
that the people of that city care very little for the so-called 
classics, but are fond of English fiction. 

Juve- 
nile literature comes next, having 27.9 per cent, history and 
biography 6.48, while poetry and drama have only 1.32 per 
cent.

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VACATION SCHOOLS. 


Chicago, Pittsburg and other cities have opened their vaca- 
tion schools, and it is found that the children eagerly attend 
such schools. This is not so much because the young people 
tire easily of vacation, but because the vac ation schools ap- 
peal very strongly to the child mind. 

Instead of the tedious book, paper, slate and blackboard 
curriculum of the common school, in which all are competing 
in the learning of dry facts, the vacation school has its tools, 
fis botany classes and excursions, its nature studies, scientific 
Jecture and object lesson courses. There is plenty to do, but 
it is varied, affords work for hand as well as brain, gives 
opportunities for getting out and about, and is more free and 
individualistic in its methods. 

The vacation school should have a good influence on the 
common school ideals, showing wherein the latter are de- 
ficient. There is more life in the vacation schools and edu- 
cational leaders can easily see why this is the case.

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THE NITROGEN SCARE. 


One or two scientifie writers have started a scare based 
on the supposition that the human race will in a short time 
exhaust the nilrogen in the atmosphere and thus commit 
universal suicide. The air being composed of oxygen and 
nitrogen, if we use up too much of the nitrogen, which acts 
au a “filler,” preventing the oxygen from destroying us by 
combustion, we shail fall victims to the ever active oxygen 
thus deprived of its deterrent companion. 

In other words, we are breathing two gases, one dead and 
inert, the other eo active that a steel watch spring heated 
at the end and plunged in it melts away like scaling wax. 
But for the nitrogen we and all other organized beings 
would speedily burn up, living our entire lives in a moment 
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of time. And because a method has been found of procur- 
ing nitrogen compounds from the atmosphere for fertiliz- 
ing purposes, it is suggested that we are on the highroad to 
destruction. 

But every pound of nitrogen used for fertilizer 
turn to the air in the process of decomposition 
one of the chief products of decomposition, 
hydrogen and nitrogen. It ie by way of the ammonia that 
the nitrogen gets back to the atmosphere. The ammonia 
is volatile. It cannot be “fixed.” It speedily resolves inte 
ite two constituents

It means a lot of 
work in the preparation of a bill to be 
presented to the legislature and more work 
to secure itS passace.

The captain and the policeman are 
under suspension pending trial. 


There are 7 complaining witnesses against 
Mrs. Buckley, all of whom have combined 
in the one cause in the name of J. P. 

sagan of 8325 South Broadway. The other 
complainants are as follows: 

Ed Maher and George Senn of 8325 South 
Broadway, Thomas and John Calahan of 
8422 Minnesota avenue; Mrs, Dean, &407 
South Broadway; Mrs. Donovan, $400 South 
Broadway. 

It is claimed that trial of this case will 
show many things connected with the 
troubles of Mrs. Buckley that have not 
ibefore been made public, and will bring 
forward justifigation of Officer Bridewell 
and Capt. Boyd in the matter of the wo- 
man’s arrest.
